Johnson held the bill over the 
weekend, to give the govern­ 
ment's fiscal agencies time to 
review the legislation that was 
rushed to completion by Con­ 
gress last Thursday. 


The delay was a blessing to 
storekeepers. Thousands of re­ 
tailers toiled at inventory-taking 
through the weekend, to compile 
records they will need to claim 
refunds for taxes already paid 
on merchandise in stock. 


The President confidently pre­ 
dicted Friday that manufactur­ 
ers and dealers will pass the tax 
savings on to consumers and 
thereby help prolong the na­ 
tion’s 
unprecedented 52-month 
business expansion.

Financier Bernard Baruch Dies 
Adviser To Eight Presidents 


NEW YORK (UPI) — Bern­ 
ard M. Baruch, financier and 
trusted adviser to eight U. S. 
Presidents — from Wilson to 
Kennedy — died Sunday night. 
He was 94. 


Baruch, one of the nation's 
most famous elder statesmen, 
suffered a heart attack in his 
Manhattan apartment. He died

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Nazi Recruiter Cites Gains In Bucks Membership 


Editor's Note: This is the final of five articles on the inner 
workings of a developing cell of neo-Nazi activity in the 
Suburban Philadelphia area. The name of the boy in the 
series has been changed to eliminate personal publicity which 
he seeks.

Although Willow Grove continues to serve as the 
hub of Nazi activity in Suburban Philadelphia, the 
movement’s admitted 
leader claims 
increased 
strength in at least four Bucks County commun­ 
ities. 


In my final interview with Mel Gordon on Fri­ 
day, June ll, the area Nazi recruiter said he was 
responsible for increased party membership in 
Doylestown and Buckingham while a new group 


was recently formed in the Bristol - Levittown area. 


“Bristol is not part of my territory,” Gordon 
explained, “but Rockwell does have a small, rapidly 
growing organization there, particularly in Levit­ 
town.” 
Although I personally doubt if even Gordon 
knows actual membership in the G reater Phila­ 
delphia area, he claim s KXI active members with 
another 1,500 residents willingly accepting Nazi 
propaganda through the mail. 


M uch L iteratu re 
He estimated that his group has personally dis­ 
tributed 100,000 pieces, a figure I believe to be true, 
of neo-Nazi literature during tho three years since 
forming as the Fighting American Nationalists. 
Reflecting on his association with George Lin­ 


coln Rockwell’s American Nazi party, Gordon said 
he first heard the word Nazi in 1958 at the age 
of 12. 
Tragically, this was the same year he and an 
older brother found their father hung by a rope in 
the cellar of the family’s Willow Grove home. Death 
was ruled suicide. 
While only testing could definitely establish any 
psychological connection between Gordon’s views 
and his father’s death, Gordon does have an appar­ 
ent need for recognition, be it good or bad. 
Regardless of Gordon’s psychiatric needs, he is 
intelligent. I’d venture to say there are few 19- 
year-olds who can m atch Gordon’s knowledge of 
20th century world history. 
Aside from his ability to capitalize on the prej­ 
udices of those to whom he is trying to sell Nazism, 


the secretive nature of his organization does seem 
to have some kind of fatal attraction for othei 
misguided youngsters. 
“Security Risks” 
Much like the Communist party in its days of 
infancy, the American Nazi party is not on the 
government’s list of subversive groups. Howevei, 
its known members are regarded as 
secui ity 
risks” and though other reasons may be given, the 
arm ed services has been known to reject its mem­ 
bers as “ undesirable.”

Membership or even association with any neo- 
Nazi group harms those who are Gordon’s prime 
targets — America’s teenagers. 
“Our recruiting program is designed mainly to 
attract high school students. We intend to get our
